Louise Hoodenpyle, a sister 
of Meyer, testified that Mrs. South- 
ard told her she knew nothing about 
any will which may have been left 
and had no knowledge of any life 
insurance carried by him, on the day 
of Meyer's funeral. Mrs. Southard, 
however, according to the witness, 
handed to Mrs. Hoodenpyle certain 
papers, including a deed and ab- 
stract to property owned by Mever, 
and with these was a life insura @« 
premium receipt.
